New York, Dec. 28 (AP)—The an- 
nual consensus of the New York Sun 
based on the votes of sixty boxing 
writers, gives first place fitthe heavy 
weight ranks to Max Schmeling of 
Germany, for the third straight year 
despite the fact that, the “Black 
Uhlan” lost his world championship 
to Jack Sharkey during the’ past 
summer, 

Schmeling was voted the best of 
the heavyweights by 38 writers while 
only 18 thought that Sharkey's dis- 
puted 15-round decision over the 
German in June entitled him to.top 
ranking. 

Here is how they were ranked in 
the consensus: 

1, Max Schmeling; 2, Jack Shar- 
key; 3, Max Baer; 4, Stanley Poreda; 
5, Primo Carne: , Johnny Risko; 
7, King Levinsky; 8, Mickey Walker;

Schaaf. Honorable mention—Tommy 
Loughran, Larry Gains, Steve Ham- 
as, Unknown Winston, Charlle Retz- 
laff, Lee Ramage, Paulina Uzcudun, 
Tuffy Griffiths, Arthur Huttick.

New York, Dec, 28 (AP) — Miss 
Antonia Brico, a Californian recent- 
ly returned from musical triumphs 
abroad, will conduct the 200 players 
of the Musiclans’ Symphony Orch- 
estra at the Metropolitan Opera 
House January 10, the first woman 
to lead an orchestra on that famous 
stage. 

Miss Brico conducted the Berlin 
Philharmonic orchestra and other 
orchestras in Poland and Latvia, She 
made her American debut at the 
Hollywood Bowl in February, 1930, 
and later conducted the San Fran- 
cisco symphony.
